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Military Availability Committee 
Announces Quotas 


Reserves To Be Called Up In Order Of Service 


T= Fifth Army comprises thirteen 
states, of which Illinois is one, 
known as the Illinois Military Dis- 
trict, commanded by Colonel Frank S. 
Mansfield. Colonel E. W. Cowan is the 
Fifth Army dental surgeon. 

In accordance with an army directive, 
a formal call of 343 reserve dental offi- 
cers to report for active duty with the 
army between September 22 and October 
6 was issued Friday, August 11, at -Wash- 
ington, D. C., by Army Surgeon General, 
Raymond Bliss. 

Quotas were assigned to each of the six 
army areas. The quota of the Fifth Army 
was 97; that of the Illinois Military Dis- 
trict, or the State of Illinois, was 25. On 
August 29, a list of dental reserve officers 
was submitted to the Military Availa- 
bility Committee from the Chief of the 
Illinois Military District for a determina- 
tion of availability or essentiality accord- 
ing to the following categories: 

a. Reserve dental officers who are sen- 
ior residents prior to completion 
of the current year’s training. 

. Reserve dental officers now pursu- 
ing a full-time postgraduate course 
of instruction in dentistry or in sci- 
ences allied to dentistry at a college, 
university, or similar institution of 
higher learning, until completion of 
the current academic years of such 


training. 


c. Reserve dental officers whose ac- 
tivity in teaching, research, and al- 
lied endeavors is considered neces- 
sary to the maintenance of national 
health, safety, or interest. 

. Reserve dental officers residing in 
communities, the health of which 
would be unduly jeopardized if 
sych officers were to be ordered to 
extended active duty. 

On August 31, the recommendations of 
this Committee were reported to Colonel 
Mansfield. 

On September 9, President Truman 
signed the Dentists-Physicians Draft Bill. 
In essence, this is the Bill which has been 
supported by the American Dental Asso- 
ciation and which makes A.S.T.P. and 
V-12 dentists, who are not reserve offi- 
cers, subject to service through the opera- 
tion of Selective Service. 

The following copy of an Army Direc- 
tive is self-explanatory.

A LASTING IMPRESSION 


In their first plunge into the political arena, the professions are making a 
lasting impression. This is evidenced by the fact that both of the Illinois sena- 
torial aspirants have seen fit to come out in print with statements that they 
are unalterably opposed to compulsory health insurance, socialized medicine, 
or what have you. In one instance, whether or not the candidate really means 
what he says would take a semanticist to decide. It all depends upon one’s 
definition of socialized medicine. According to that arch exponent of govern- 
ment interference, Oscar Ewing, the administration’s national health plan is 
not socialized medicine; so, if you take your cue from Mr. Ewing you can be 
for it and against it all in the same breath. 

And this impression is further evidenced by the willingness of the corigres- 
sional and legislative candidates to be interviewed and let their positions be 
known. The Interprofessional Committee, which is carrying the torch for the 
professions in and around Chicago, was much impressed by the earnestness of 
the candidates who appeared before it. Some of them gave the Committee 
a lesson in Americanism that was a delight to behold. They stated emphatically 
that they were opposed to socialism and all its ramifications. 

The Interprofessional Committee has selected its candidates after exhaus- 
tive examination of their records and qualifications. Obviously, there will 
be disagreemént in some districts with the Committee’s selections. That hap- 
pened in the primaries. The Committee doesn’t profess to know all the angles 
in this, its initial venture into politics, but, it does know that it’s votes that 
count.

PUBLIC SEEKS PROTECTION 


Most of us have been so busy making a living that we have ignored the social 
problems of the day. Whether we like it or not, a large segment of the popu- 

lation wants protection by a paternalistic government. It, to them, seems the 
' easy way out. Furthermore, these people have learned that they can get what 
they want politically when other means fail. 

President Adams of the American Dental Association, in his speeches 
throughout the country, has been pointing out that although the dentists of 
the country, as a whole, are opposed to compulsory health insurance, they are 
also becoming more aware of their social responsibility for the nation’s dental 
health. 

Community dental health programs are springing up all over the nation 
which will, in a measure, help silence the sound and the fury of compulsory 
health insurance advocates. But, more importantly, the volunteer programs 
are growing by leaps and bounds: This proves conclusively that if a person 
will but practice a little thrift, he can pretty well take care of his own ordinary 
_ medical and dental expenses.

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Chicago High School Dental Health 
Education Program 


ecognizing the need for educating 
young people in the importance of 
dental health, the Chicago Dental Soci- 
ety, through its Committee on Dental 
Health Education, has cooperated with 
the Division of Health and Physical Edu- 
cation of the Chicago Public Schools in 
preparing a program of specific dental 
health education at the high school level. 
In 1945, the program began experimen- 
tally with the entering freshman pupils 
in three high schools. The following year, 
the entering freshmen of nine high schools 
were added. In September, 1949, the pro- 
gram was expanded to include all of the 
entering freshman pupils in nineteen high 
schools and the first semester junior pu- 
pils in twelve high schools. 

The purposes of the dental health edu- 
cation program are: 

1. To provide classroom instruction in 
proper dental health practices. 

2. To encourage the observance of 
proper dental health practices, including 
personal and professional care. 

3. To instill in pupils an appreciation 
of the importance of a healthy mouth. 

4. To develop an awareness of the re- 
lationship of dental health to general 
health and appearance. 

5. To enlist the cooperation of parents 
in the improvement of dental health prac- 
tices. 

6. To cooperate with the home and 
the dental profession in securing dental 
care. 

The dental health education program 
is a part of the total health education pro- 
gram in the high schools and is carried on 
in regular health instruction classes by 
teachers of health and physical educa- 
tion. Printed and mimeographed mate- 
rials on dental health are furnished for 
teachers, pupils, parents and dentists. 
Reference materials, including books, 
pamphlets and charts, are furnished 
through the courtesy of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society. Films, suggested teaching out- 


lines and other teaching materials are 
furnished by the Board of Education. A 
leaflet, which was planned cooperatively 
by the Chicago Dental Society and the 
Division of Health and Physical Educa- 
tion of the Chicago Public Schools and 
printed by the Board of Education, serves 
as an informative and stimulative device 
for pupils and parents and as a liaison 
between the school, the home and the 
family dentist. 

Through education and follow-up pro- 
cedures, pupils are continually urged to 
improve their own dental health prac- 
tices. Parents are made aware of the need 
for dental fitness and are encouraged to 
seek professional dental care for their 
children. Pupil progress concerning den- 
tal appointments and completion of den- 
tal work is continually checked by teach- 
ers. 

Twice each semester, reports of prog- 
ress in each school are made by teachers 
to the Division of Health and Physical 
Education. These progress reports indi- 
cate the number of pupils who were at- 
tended by dentists and whose teeth needed 
no correction; whose dental work was 
completed and the number whose correc- 
tion is still in progress. 

As a result of the fine cooperative ef- 
forts of teachers, pupils, parents, den- 
tists, administrative and supervisory 
personnel and community agencies, thou- 
sands of adolescent boys and girls in the 
Chicago Public High Schools have re- 
ceived current dental health information. 
Since 1945, approximately 45,000 boys 
and girls have participated in the pro- 
gram. More than 50 per cent of those tak- 
ing part have received professional care. ~ 
Improvement in dental health is a con- 
tinuing process. 

During 1949-1950, the Chicago High 
School Dental Program was conducted 
by teachers of health and physical educa- 
tion in 602 health classes for 17,891 boys

he problems which confront the oral 

surgeon are many and, in the forty- 
five minutes allotted, the entire time 
could be consumed 
in just listing the 
various ones. There- 
fore, I will ‘confine 
my remarks to three 
problems. 


FRACTURES 


With the tremen- 
dous increase in the 
number of automo- 
bile accidents, we 
feel it is once again necessary to em- 
phasize a few points regarding the man- 
agement of facial injuries. 

With a few exceptions, fractures of the 
mandible and maxilla are not surgical 
emergencies. Frequently the patient is in 
shock and there is always the possibility 
of a concussion and perhaps a skull frac- 
ture. Early surgical interference or un- 
wise manipulations could easily result in 
the death of the patient. Some fractures

require a general anesthetic and certainly 
such anesthetics should not be adminis- 
tered shortly after the accident because 
of the previously mentioned possibility of 
a skull fracture, plus the likelihood that 
the stomach contains food. Therefore, it 
is our custom to make the patient com- 
fortable, use an antibiotic, and give blood 
transfusions or plasma as indicated and 
await the diagnosis of the neurologist. 
There are two major exceptions to the 
rule, one of which is profuse bleeding. 
Occasionally, in mandibular fractures 
with wide displacement of the parts, 
there is severe bleeding. In such cases, if 
there are teeth on both sides of the frac- 
ture, a simple loop of wire around the 
teeth on each side of the fracture will suf- 
fice to pull the fractured parts in position 
and stop the bleeding. The second emer- 
gency is the case wherein there is an in- 
terference with normal breathing. Occa- 
sionally in bilateral fractures in the region 
of the mental foramen with the mid por- 
tion depressed, this will occur. In such 
cases, it may be necessary to place a labial 
arch bar or again resort to wire loops to 
bring parts forward into approximately 
their correct positions. 

In our experience, one of the most 
common mistakes made by the general 
practitioner of medicine and dentistry is 
to remove teeth and bone in and around 
the fracture line. Bone with good perios- 
teal attachment will usually repair and, 
in many cases, it is important that any 
teeth, even poor ones, in the posterior 
fragment of a fractured mandible be 
retained to act as a splint. 


In recent years, we have followed the 
principles and technique as laid down by 
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Doctor Earl Thomas of Chicago. We 
have found this to be invaluable in two 
types of cases. (1) Those cases where 
enucleation of the cyst would result in the 
loss of several teeth. (2) Those cases 
wherein the loss of bone is so great that 
enucleation is not possible. 

Briefly, the “Thomas Technique” is 
as follows: 

A small incision is made in an accessi- 
ble spot and the liquid contents of the 
cyst aspirated; then a small metal or 
acrillic tube with a double flange is in- 
serted in the cyst and sutured in place. 
The double flange keeps the tube in po- 
sition; the patient is instructed to irrigate 
through the tube at regular intervals: 
This may be continued until the cyst dis- 
appears entirely or is reduced in size so 
that the operation is safe and reasonable. 
As we well know, cysts grow and absorb 
bone by pressure; when the pressure is 
relieved, there is also a tendency for the 
bone to rebuild. Many oral surgeons 
throughout the country are following this 
method in select cases with very satis- 
factory results. 


It would not seem proper to appear 
before the Midwinter Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society and not devote 
some time to the subject of the impacted 
third molar. When Doctor Pell and I first 
appeared before this group with the idea 
that teeth should be sectioned in order 
to reduce or eliminate bone removal, we 
had to spend most of our time convincing 
the audience that teeth could be split. 
Today, however, I think most of you will 
agree that tooth sectioning is here to stay. 
We have discovered that most mistakes 
are the result of a failure to make a sound 
preoperative diagnosis, thus failing to 
recognize serious complicating abnormal- 
ities. 


*Outline for the systematic study of 
Radiographs of Impacted Mandibular 
Third Molars: 


I. Relation of the tooth to the ramus 
of the mandible. 

Class 1. Sufficient amount of space be- 
tween the ramus and the distal surface 
of the second molar for the accommoda- 
tions of the mesiodistal diameter of the 
crown of the third molar. 

Class 2. The space between the ramus 
and the distal surface of the second molar 
less than the mesiodistal diameter of the 
crown of the third molar. 

Class 3. All or most of the third molar 
within the ramus. 


II. Relative depth of the third molar 
in bone. 

Position A. The highest portion of the 
tooth on a level with or above the oc- 
clusal line. 

Position B. The highest portion of the 
tooth below the occlusal line, but above 
the cervical line of the second molar. 

Position C. The highest portion of the 
tooth on a level with or below the cervical 
line of the second molar. 


III. The position of the tooth in rela- 
tion to the long axis of the second molar, 
according to Dr. George Winter’s classi- 
fication of angulation, is as follows: 1. 
Vertical; 2. Horizontal; 3. Inverted; 4. 
Disto-angular; 5. Méesio-angular; 6.. 
Bucco-angular; 7. Linguo-angular. These 
may also occur in—a. Buccal deflection; 
b. Lingual deflection ; c. Torsion. 


IV. Complications: 1. Abnormal root 
curvature; 2. Hypercementosis; 3. Prox- 
imity to the mandibular canal; 4. Ex- 
treme bone density; 5. Follicular space 
filled with cementum; 6. Lack of perio- 
dontal membrane space.

NEWS AND ANNOUNCEMENTS 


_ REGISTRATION FOR DRAFT 


On October 6, President Truman is- 
sued a formal call for the registration 
with Selective Service of dentists and 
physicians through 50 years of age. Regis- 
tration is expected to begin sometime this 
month and should be completed in about 
thirty days. 

Each registrant will be required, it is 
reported, to fill out a questionnaire giv- 
ing details of his military service, the ex- 
tent of his participation in the Army- 
Navy training programs, and whether he 
was deferred during World War II to 
continue his education. 

It is estimated that about 2,000 den- 
tists and 7,000 physicians, in addition to 
present complements, will be needed by 
the Armed Forces by June 30, 1951. In- 
duction of the first medical and dental 
draftees will take place sometime in 
February. 


MARQUETTE TO GIVE COURSES 


Marquette University School of Den- 
tistry announces a seminar on “Heart 
Disease as It Affects the Practice of Den- 
tistry,” Thursday, November 9, and Fri- 
day, November 10, 1950 at the Medical 
School Auditorium, 615 N. 15th St., Mil- 
waukee.

The National Association of Medical- 
Dental Bureaus, Inc., held its 12th An- 
nual Convention in Detroit recently and 
elected a new slate of officers. John T. 
Mock, General Manager of the Medical 
Business Bureau of Chicago, was elected 
president of the organization. 

Mr. Mock, and his brother, E. W. 
(Gene) Mock, started their business in 
1932 at 122 South Michigan Avenue, 
and in 1935 moved to their present loca- 
tion at 1607 Howard Street where they 
have been serving the medical and dental 
professions of Cook County with special- 
ized auditing, credit reporting and profes- 
sional collection services since that time. 

J. Paul Revenaugh, of the Service Bu- 
reau of Chicago, whose organization spe- 
cializes in professional management and 
collections, served as vice-president of 
the Association last year and has just fin- 
ished a three-year term on its Board of 
Trustees. 

The theme of the conference was “Bet- 
ter Public Relations.” Lawrence W. 
Rember, Director of Public Relations of 
the American Medical Association, was 
the principal speaker and spoke on the 
subject, “The Public Relations Factor 
in Business Service to Doctors.” He 
pointed out that in this critical period, 
when socialized medicine is under attack 
by the professions and with heavy propa- 
ganda by government bureaucrats, it be- 
hooves the Medical Bureaus, whether pri- 
vately owned or society owned, to refrain 
from any practices that might bring dis- 
credit to the physician-dentist-patient re- 
lationship. 
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RECORD NUMBER 
SEEK ENROLLMENT 


A record number of 11,000 pre-dental 
students sought enrollment in freshman 
classes at the nation’s dental schools this 
fall, according to American Dental Asso- 
ciation sources. This means. that with 
openings limited to 3,200 freshmen, only 
about one in four persons could be ac- 
cepted. 

Despite the fact that many less students 
are eligible for government aid under the 
G.I. bill, interest in entering the dental 
profession has reached an all-time high 
this year. 


POSTMASTER PLANS 
FOR CIVIL DEFENSE 


The Chicago Post Office has made 
plans for the assistance of the people in 
the area served by the Postal Service in 
the event of a bombing or major catas- 
trophe. In cooperation with the Red 
Cross, 200 employees have been trained 
in first aid to assist fellow employees in- 
jured while on duty. 

The Postmaster, John Haderlein, now 
plans to extend these facilities and to 
train all carriers and drivers in every part 
of the city so that they can assist the in- 
jured in case of a catastrophe. Over 5,000 
locations will be established throughout 
the city where first aid kits can be in- 
stalled. 


WISCONSIN PIONEERS 


The Dental Payment Plan of the Wis- 
consin State Dental Society, which will 
provide dental care on the basis of low 
cost, with payment in installments, is now 
available to component societies. | 

Basically, the plan provides a method 
whereby patients can pay for dental 
work, approximating $100 or more, 
monthly out of their earnings, over a 
period as long as a year. No co-signers 
or collateral will be necessary. Patients 
who are deemed reliable by the assisting 
financial agency execute a note to the

dentist for the cost of the work plus an 
amount fixed at $6 or less per $100 per 
year, and the dentist receives 96 per cent 
of the principal amount immediately 
upon completion of the work, the note is 
endorsed to the financial agency without 
recourse. The remaining 4 per cent is — 
deposited to the credit of the local society 
as a reserve fund, which feature makes it 
possible to offer the plan on a low-cost, 
no recourse basis. All procedures, except 
collection of the monthly payments after 
the work is completed, are handled in 
the dentist’s office.

and girls. Of this number, 11,388 (or 63 
per cent) were attended by dentists. It is 
to be noted that 5,347 (or 47 per cent) 
had necessary dental work completed. 
The results of this program are especially 
excellent in that they were achieved only 
through educational motivation and did 
not have the stimulus of a school dental 
inspection. Chiefly responsible for the de- 
velopment and carry-through of this pro- 
gram are August H. Pritzlaff, Director of 
the Division of Health and Physical Edu- 
cation, and Butler Laughlin, Assistant Su- 
perintendent in charge of secondary edu- 
cation. 

Since the program is so valuable, it was 
expanded in September, 1950, to include 
the entering freshmen and beginning jun- 
iors in all of the nineteen high schools 
already taking part in the program and 
the entering freshmen in three additional 
high schools. Approximately 20,000 pu- 
pils will be included in the program dur- 
ing the fall semester of 1950. It is hoped, 
ultimately, that the entering freshmen 
and beginning juniors in all of the Chi- 
cago Public High Schools will be privi- 
leged to participate in the Dental Health 
Education Program.

DR. JOSEPH B. LYDING 
1883-1950 


Dr. Joseph B. Lyding, a member of the 
North Suburban Branch of the Chicago 
Dental Society, died August 27 of a cor- 
onary thrombosis at the Evanston Hos- 
pital.

for their order to active duty with Armed 
Forces. Act indicates that Congress desires 
service from members of these professions 
in the following general priorities: 
FIRST: Former ASTP students and 
those deferred during World 
War II for education with 
less than go days duty after 
graduation. 

Same group with more than 
go days duty after gradua- 
tion but less than 21 months 
service. 

Those others in these profes- 
sions with no service during 
World War II. 

Those with active service 
since 16 September, 1940, 
in inverse ratio to number 
of full months service. 


Paragraph 2—In order to permit reduc- 
tion of the number of calls of Reserve 
officers with service during World War 
II to the minimum consistent with mili- 
tary necessity and proper medical care 
of our personnel, authority is granted for 
temporary delay of orders to active duty 
of MC, DC and VC officers with World 
War II service who are being brought to 
active duty under provisions of WCL 
37558 as amended by WCL 37577 both 
dated 10 August, 1950, except for those 
required to fill the spaces in the tables in 
this message which you are unable to fill 
with either Reserve officers without World 
War II service or with volunteers. This 
delay is granted to allow time for ad- 
judication of law as it will apply to 
requirements. 


Paragraph 3—Efforts should be redoubled 
to obtain volunteers from among those 
in first priority listed above and to select 
Reserve officers in first, second and third 
priorities to fill quota established in 
WCL 37558 as amended. Selection of Re-

should in no grade or MOS exceed the 
numbers established in this message. Re- 
serve officers without World War II serv- 
ice or volunteers in any category may 
continue to be selected or accepted to 
meet quotas established in WCL 37558 
as amended by WCL 37577 both dated 
10 August, 1950. 


Paragraph 4—Nothing in this message 
shall be construed as altering any instruc- 
tions applicable to Organized Reserve or 
National Guard units already alerted. 


Paragraph 5—Factual information con- 
tained herein may be released locally. 


The previous National Army quota of 
343 dental reserve officers was reduced to 
126. The quota of the Fifth Army was 
reduced from 97 to 31. It is expected that 
the difference between 343 and 126 will 
be made up of dentists who become avail- 
able through the operation of the new 
draft law. 


As of September 19, the Fifth Army 
quota of involuntary reserve officers re- 
call has not gone forward to Washington, 
as all the states in the Fifth Army area 
have not submitted their list to Fifth 
Army headquarters. As soon as these lists 
are received by Fifth Army Headquar- 
ters, the selection in each MOS category - 
will be made on the basis of the length 
of service, selecting the one with the 
least amount of service first. It was an- 
ticipated the list would be submitted to 
Washington by September 25. 

Former A.S.T.P. and V-12 students 
and those deferred during World War II 
for education with less than go days duty 
after graduation should be on the alert 
as to the operation of the draft under 
Selective Service. The Military Availa- 
bility Committee is considering a plan to 
determine the availability or essentiality 
of all dentists in the state under 50 years 
of age according to the categories listed 
under a, b, c, d, in this bulletin —Robert
